(B) conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, ampli¬ 
fiers and cameras, 

(C) explosive and detonating equipment, 

<D) drilling units and all the component parts and ap¬ 
purtenances thereof, and 
(E) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 

(III) does not include 

(A) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act, or The Public Service Vehicles Act, ex¬ 
clusive of mounted equipment on such vehicles, and. 

(B) equipment, other than vehicle mounted equipment, 
used to drill a gas or oil well; 

(e) "Municipality” means a town, village, municipal district, 
county, improvement district, special area, metis improve¬ 
ment district or forest reserve; 

(f) “owner” includes a person renting mobile equipment or 
having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement 
or btherwise; 

NOTE;— Mobile Equipment Raving an original list price of 
less than $2,000 does not require a license under this Act.

Calgary Power Ltd. Has Fifty Year 


Central Garage (Vulcan) Ltd. 


History of Power Development in Alta. 


In capturing the energy of rush¬ 
ing mountain water from the 
Spray Lakes, and transforming it 
to push-button benefits for homes, 
farms, and factories hundreds of 
miles away, Calgary Power Ltd. 
found special reason for pride. The 
achievement of reversing the 
direction of a mountain water¬ 
course to generate 168.000 horse 
power is one to be recounted as 
the company celebrates its 50th 
Anniversary ol power production 
in 1961. 


The beginning was humble 
enough. Though the construction 
ol the llrst dam at Horse Shoe 
Falls in 1911 did not escape the 
cynic’s warnings ol failure, the 
soundness of this decision was 
soon apparent, and the Kananas- 
kis development followed. Then 
Ghost, Barrier, Three Sisters, 
Spray, Rundle, Bearspaw, Inter 
lakes, Pocaterra; and finally the 
Wabamun thermal installation was 
built to meet the ever growing de¬ 
mands ol the province. 

Spray was unique in many ways. 
Didn't the utilization ol those 
lakes more than 1200 feet above 
the Bow River establish a new 
highwater mark in Canadian 
hydro engineering? 

Filty years ago — the same year 
that Calgary Power Company 
Limited delivered the first power 
from the new Horse Shoe Dam — 
Dominion Government surveyors 
took note ol the possibility ol 
utilizing the Spray Lakes water 
lor power generation. At that 
time, the project — even in its 
simplest form — was considered to 
be ercessively big and difficult. 

The surveyor’s reports were 
filed, and nothing was done about 
them for many years. In 1922 a 
party of Company engineers — 
including G. A. Gcherty, who was 
destined to become President of 
Calgary Power Ltd. — set out 
from Banff with supplies to last 
the winter, and began detailed 
studies of the Spray Project. 

These studies indicated that the 
immediately foreseeable demand 
for power at that time did not 
justify the heavy capital invest¬ 
ment that would be required for 
this project. The Ghost plant — 
completed in 1929 — could, with 
Horse Shoe and Kananaskis handle 
the electrical demands of the pro¬ 
vince. Then came the "dirty 30’s” 
and with the depression any 
thoughts of expansion faded. The 
second World War. and the dis¬ 
covery of oil in 1947 sparked a 
boom that mushroomed the pro¬ 
vince’s economy and produced a 
demand for power that justified 
the company embarking on its 
most ambitious project — Spray. 

In May 1949 work started. This 
was to bo no simple hydro develop¬ 
ment, and called for dams that 


would reverse the flow of Water 
and bring it plunging down 
through Whiteman's Pass to the 
Spray plant. Canyon dam alone 
called for over one million cubic 
feet of earth piled 193 feet high 
to plug the normal flow from the 
Spray lakes. 

This water would pass through 
three hydro plants — Three Sis¬ 
ters, Spray and Rundle before 
joining th Bow at Canmore. In 
pursing its new man-made course, 
through canals and tunnels the 
water would plunge 905 feet to 
the giant turbines at Spray — six 
times the height of Niagara Falls. 
The impounding and raising of the 
lake water — 210,000 acre feet of 
it — was in Itself an immense un¬ 
dertaking, and the tunnel carved 
out of the rock and leading to the 
Spray turbines nestling in a man¬ 
made niche at the foot of the 
mountains was a noteworthy feat 
of engineering. 

The Spray proji ct was complet¬ 
ed in 1951 in time to supply the 
expanding petrol* urn industry of 
Alberta and its greatly increased 
demand for power. In 1961, the 
50th Anniversary year of the com¬ 
pany, the capacii) of the Spray- 
Rundle development was doubled. 
The story of Spray !s one of which 
Albertans can be proud. The en¬ 
gineering problems were great, the 
capital expenditure enormous, but 
its contribution to the industrial 
potential of the province has prov¬ 
ed its worth.

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infanta and toddlers, nnd discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster. 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
dnation taking place every fifth year thereafter.

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ADVOCATE CLASSIFIEDS BRING SPEEDY RESULTS 
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PJFJUL PAYMENTS OF $25,000000 TO 
PRAIRIE FARMERS BY CHRISTMAS 


REGINA.— Prairie Farm As¬ 
sistance Act payments of $25,- 
000,009 of an expected $60,000,- 
000 to be paid during the cur¬ 
rent crop year, are to be In the 
hands of prairie farmers by 
Christmas. This was announced 
today by Mr. Alvin Hamilton, 
Minister of Agriculture, at the 
annual convention of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Farmers' Union 
being held In Saskatoon. The 
Minister stated that he had 
been advised by H. S. Riddell, 
Director of P.F.A.A, that 
cheques would commence going 
In the mail on December 1. 
The work of processing the 
balance of the claims will be 
proceeded with as rapidly as 
possible so that the expected 
balance of $35,000,000 In pay¬ 
ments will be completed by the 
end of January. 

The Administration has been 
requested by municipal officials 
to make crop Inspections cov¬ 
ering some 5,900 township# In 
the three prairie provinces. 
This field work Is now 95 per 
cent complete. 

Mr. Hamilton stated he has 
no reason to believe that the 
estimate of sixty million dol¬ 
lars mads by the Prime Mini¬ 
ster la August would be 


changed. It Is expected $8,000,- 
000 of this figure will go to ap¬ 
proximately 25,000 Manitoba 
farmers, $40,000,000 to some 
82,000 Saskatchewan farmers 
and $12,000,000 to about 14,000 
Alberta farmers. 

This Is the largest payment 
to be made In the 21 year his¬ 
tory of the Act. Since the in¬ 
ception of the Prairie Farm As¬ 
sistance Act in 1939 to the end 
of the 1960 crop year, $260,814,- 
000 has been paid by way of 
1,152,000 individual awards. 
Farmers have paid Into the 
fund $127,253,000 by way of a 
1 % levy collected on grain de¬ 
livered over the same period. It 
la expected that the contribu¬ 
tion by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment out of the consolidated 
revenue fund to pay the 1961 
awards, will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $53,000,000. 

Under the Prairie Farm As¬ 
sistance Act there are three 
categories of payment, based 
on whether the average yield 
of wheat in a township or block 
of sections is from zero to three 
bushels per acre; three to five 
bushels or five to eight bushels 
an acre in a crop failure year. 

If the average yield of wheat 
for the township or block of 


sections, excluding those sec¬ 
tions having a yield of 12 or 
more bushels per acre, is three 
bushels or less per acre, the pay¬ 
ment is $4 per acre on one- 
half of the total cultivated acre¬ 
age of the farmer. 

If the average yield Is more 
than three and dot mors then 
five bushels an acre, the pay¬ 
ment is $3 per acre on one- 
half of the total cultivated acre¬ 
age of a farmer. 

If the average yield la more 
than five and not mors than 
eight buhela an acre, the pay¬ 
ment Is $2 an acre on one-half 
the total cultivated acreage of 
the farmer. 

In the zero to five bushel cate¬ 
gories the minimum payment 
Is $200. But to qualify for this 
minimum award, a farm must 
have at least 25 acres under 
cultivation or In the develop¬ 
ment stage other than land 
seeded to grass. % 

The maximum payment Is 
$800 to farmers in the zero to 
three bushel category: $600 In 
the three to five bushel cate¬ 
gory and $400 to farmers In the 
five to eight bushel category. 
The maximum payment la 
reached when the cultivated 
acreage amounts to 400 acres.
